Price of Flour W ill be Two or Three 
Hollars Per Barrel Cheaper Ac­ 
cording to Food Administrator— 
Bakers’ Flour S o t Much Lower

31 — Pros­ 
pects of an early and radical reduc­ 
tion in bread prices apparently van­ 
ished tonight when Herbert Hoover, 
Hie food administrator, 
announced 
th a t he best the public may expect 
is a sixteen ounce loaf for ten cents 
or possibly eight cents. 
The eight 
cent loaf of sixteen ounces is possi­ 
ble, Mr. Hoover said, only if bak­ 
ers, retailers and consumers unite 
to eliminate 
wasteful 
distribution 
methods and co-operate to obtain a 
standardized loaf. 
The price of flour, however, Mr. 
Hoover said, should be reduced at 
the present price of wheat at least 
two or three dollars a barrel.

I many veteran officers of the United 
States army who have been called 
frorq^ retirement during 
the 
past 
few months, none has a more distin­ 
guished record than Major General 
William H. Carter, who has been 
designated to assume command of 
the Central Department, with head­ 
quarters in this city. 
General Carter is a soldier who 
has literally “ fought his way” 
to 
high places. 
He is justly renowned 
as an organizer and an executive but 
it is as an Indian fighter that he is 
best known among the old-timers in 
the service. 
His military record is 
long and excellent and he holds an 
honor medal for heroic work— dur­ 
ing a battle with the Apaches at Ci- 
bicou Creek, Arizona, Aug. 30, 1881, 
in rescuing with the voluntary as­ 
sistance of two soldiers, the wound­ 
ed under a heavy fire. 
Born within a few miles of Nash­ 
ville, Tenn., in 1851, General Carter 
conies of army stock His father was 
a Virginian, a descendant of old 
“ King” (’arter, and accompanied the 
grandfather of the general from the 
Old Dominion to Tennessee more 
than a century ago, settling in Wil­ 
liamson county. 
Graduated From W est Point 
Young Carter was twelve years 
old when it occurred to him that he 
would help the army of the Cumber­ 
land win the fight in 1864. 
He was 
too young to be regularly enrolled 
but he served as a mounted messen­ 
ger, with such gallantry that he was 
mentioned in special orders. 
After 
the war he was appointed to West 
Point. Graduating in 1874, he joined 
the infantry at first, but the hiking 
game didn't appeal to a boy who had 
been cradled in the saddle. 
As soon 
as he could he was transferred to 
the cavalry. 
He had n ’t worn the gilt off his 
shoulder straps before his regiment 
was ordered to the Apache country, 
and he stayed there sixteen years. 
During this time he was tested by 
the severest kind of service and be­ 
came familiar with the warfare of 
the Sioux, 
Comanche, 
Cheyennes, 
Arapahoes and Kiowas. 
From con­ 
tinuous work 
in 
Indian Territory 
and Kansas he went with his com­ 
mand in to Arizona. Here it was that 
he was destined to perform the act 
that gave him 
the 
much-coveted 
medal of honor. 
It was at Cibicou

dians and had fought them desper­
